Notes of a 
Naturalist 


Pine Bench— Several weeks ago 
a copy of The Desert Sun caught up 
with us at the Yosemite Valley and 
from it 1 learned of Pine Bench. 
It 
does not seem logical that a person 
will travel thousands of miles to 
visit remote localities and not visit 
places just as fine within a few miles 
of home. 
After reading an account 
of Pine Bench 1 made up my mind 
to visit it this fall, not expecting to 
be in this vicinity before then. 
So 
here we are at Pine Bench in the 
middle of the summer, three months 
ahead of the time planned. 


Pine Bench is the kind of lay­ 
out that has always appealed to 
me; a flat from which a person 
can look out over the surround­ 
ing country. 
I ow ned such a 
place some years ago in O re­ 
gon; from it I could look out 
over a large valley and up 
to­ 
w ard the mountains with a clear 
unobstructed view of Mt. Hood. 
It was a 
fascinating 
evening 
hour to watch the sunset about 
M t. H ood. 
If one is to dwell 
for any length of tim e in a lo­ 
cality a rather broad view is al­ 
m ost essential to contentm ent. 
T h at is one oí the strongest at­ 
tractions of the desert; one may 
look for long 
distances 
even 
though it is located in a large 
valley. 
I would not care to live 
in the Yosemite Valley for any 
great length of time as the sur­ 
rounding walls so close to one 
would in time, become im prison­ 
ing. 
O ne could stay at 
Pine 
Bench indefinitely and still have 
changing scenes to look 
out 
upon each day. 


In traveling from Dark Canyon 
in the San Jacinto mountains to Pine 
Bench we happened to stnke one of 
those hot days in Banning. N ow we 
have been spending most of our time 
in the high mountains where the 
tendency has been 
toward 
chilly 
days rather than hot days; hence we 
are not acclimated to hot days so 
w e departed after buying supplies 
a n d m ak in g a short call on Carl Bar- 
kow . 
It is surprising how close Pine 
Bench is to Banning and Beaumont. 
Before we knew it we came upon a 
sign just this side of Oak Glen, in­ 
dicating the way to Pine Bench. 
A 
short run of two miles and w e came 
into this attractive pine-clothed lo­ 
cality. 


It was mid-afternoon and a 
thunderstorm 
was 
gathering 
over the San Jacinto mountains. 
H uge clouds banked up; there 
was lightning followed by thun­ 
der; the shadowiness indicated 
w here the rain was falling. O nly 
the day before we had been in 
such a storm that came upon us 
as we were in Dark Canyon. It 
rained hard for about one-half 
hour 
bringing 
a 
refreshing 
sweetness to the woodland. 
It 
grew darker on Pine Bench but 
the storm did not gather suffi­ 
cient force to rain in this local­ 
ity. 
W e watched for some time 
the cloud effects and the play of 
sunlight on the mountains as the 
storm clouds gave way to sun­ 
shine. 
San Gorgonio Pass and 
the Beaumont plains section be­ 
came distinctly visible and 
in 
the distance San Jacinto 
stood 
out in sharp relief, 
the 
deep 
n orth 
slope 
canyons 
became 
branching figures on the steep 
northern mountain slope. 


The name Pine Bench is evidently 
derived from the bench-like section 
upon which grows an open forest of 
yellow pines. 
Pinus ponderosa is 
the scientific name of this species of ¡ 
pine. 
Pinus, the 
genus name 
i s 1 
from the Latin name for pine; pond­ 
erosa, 
the 
species 
name, 
means 
weight, or putting it more accurate­ 
ly, might be translated as "husky'' 
which does describe the general ap­ 
pearance of this tree. 
The common 
name is W estern Yellow pine. 


A t 
the

elevations 
the W estern Yellow Pine inter­ 
grades w ith the 
Jeffrey 
Pine 
w hich is a variety (Pinus pond­ 
erosa variety Jelfreyi) of 
the

Peltier’s comet is unusual, too, be­ 
cause it is about the only thing left 
in creation that is not taxed. 
T he 
air is taxed by taxing radio broad­ 
casting stations, but no tax is 
in­ 
flicted on the hot air which is hour­ 
ly disseminated by radio announcers. 


Peltier's comet is the 
first 
comet to be visible to the nud­ 
ist (o r naked) eye since W in- 
necke’s comet spread its shoots 
in 1927. 


W e all had a close call in 1910 
when Haley’s comet was actin' up. 
The tail of Haley's com et was wag­ 
ging up in the sky. 
Scientists were 
fearful that Haley's com et tail would 
wag a little too close to the earth, 
hit it, spill poison gas and kill every 
man, woman and child then inhabit­ 
ing this little spec of creation known 
as the earth. 
Haley's comet missed 
us by only 250 million miles, more 
or less.

with a smile, by the alert night re­ 
porter of this paper. 


In studying Peltier’s comet it 
will not be necessary to take an 
eye-opener.

A W hat has been the increase dur­ 
ing the past live years?

45 per cent. 
Banning 
elem entary 
schools show an increase of 55 per 
cen t and the D esert (Palm Springs) 
elem entary school an increase of 45 
p e r cent. 
Banning, high and elem en­ 
tary schools, top the list of ten com­ 
parable districts in Riverside county. 
D esert elem entary is second, Indio a 
close third, while all others show lit­ 
tle or no increase. 


Q. W hat is the capacity of the pres­ 
e n t school plant? 


A. A pproxim ately 350. 
If th at at­ 
tendance is reached under 
present 
conditions it would be difficult to ar­ 
range a suitable program for 
room 
utilization without elim inating small 
classes, thus curtailing the 
already 
m inim um offerings in subjects.

During the past two years an aver­ 
age of $15,000 per year has been cred- 
¡ ited to the district above operating 
j expenses. 
The $100.000 bond issue 
I should be sold a t a prem ium but sup- 
j pose 5% interest, the maximum al­ 
lowed by Californai law, is paid. T his 
would require $5.000 interest for the 
first year, and if bonds are on 20 
year basis, $4,500 
interest 
second 
year, $4.000 third year, and so on to 
$500 the last year, or an average of 
$2.500 interest per year. 
$5.000, 1/20 
i of $100.000, would be needed to retire 
bonds so a maximum of $10.000 the 
first year and $5,50 the last year would 
be needed to retire the bond issue to 
tw enty years. 
By using $10.000 of the $15,000 sur­ 
plus as provided under the 56 cent 
rate, the interest and bonds could be 
handled with only 2/3 of the surplus 
of the year's income being used. 
As 
the interest decreases with 
passing 
years, it would average but $2,500 per 
year for the tw enty year bond retire­ 
m ent period. 
In other words, a $235,­ 
000 high school plant could be bought 
and paid for at no increase in the 56 
cent rate and still leave a surplus of 
$7,500 per year during each of 
the 
tw enty years. 


Q. Is the district financially able to 
build such a plant? 
A. T he present bonded indebtedness 
of th e Banning Union High School 
D istrict is $60,000, or 8/10 of one per 
cent of the assessed valuation. 
The 
legal lim it is 5%, so the indebtedness 
is less than 1/6 of the legal limit, a 
most unusual situation for school dis­ 
tricts. 
The added 
$100,000 
would 
make the total indebtedness $160.000 
with $390,000 as the legal lim it of 5%, 
or 2/5 of the legal limit. 
The Banning Union High 
School 
D istrict ranks third from the highest 
in th e assessed valuation per pupil 
among the ten high school districts 
of Riverside county. 
During the last 
five years the total tax rate for high 
school and elem entary 
school 
pur­ 
poses has decreased from $3.02 to 96 
cents per hundred.
